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Continuation of 13. Other: The Applicant has argued that the MILES 2000 system described by Cubic Defense Applications and the 
Campagnuolo patent do not disclose a laser receiver, a memory, and a judgement unit because some of the cited websites have a 
copyright date after the priority date of the instant application and as such are not prior art. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
MILES 2000 system was developed in the early 1990s for use in military training. Cubic Defense Applications had produced the systems 
cited in the Final rejection as of at least August 7, 1999 as is evidenced by the disclosure of the Military Analysis Network (see update 
date at the bottom of the page - August 7, 1999). Further, the military requirements for the MILES 2000 system shows a date of Revision 
as early as July 1996. These requirements were the specifications for the Cubic Defense Application MILES 2000 system. 
In sum, the systems cited in the final rejection were disclosed at least prior to August 7, 1999 as the systems are described by the Military 
Analysis Network on at least that date. The fact that Cubic Defense Applications has updated their website with a copyright date is 
immaterial as the information discussed is part of a well known system disclosed before the priority date of the instant application. The 
remaining arguments are moot as the art cited was known as of at least August 7, 1999. 
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
